A^ COOLIE'S WATER STILL 


In a life and death battle with a 
cholera epidemic in Hunan 
Prov­ 
ince, China, in which an American 
medical missionary was the leading 
figure, one of the most serious dif­ 
ficulties was met successfully by one 
of the menial hospital coolies. Since 
every patient had to have from one 
pint to several 
quarts of distilled 
water with salt in it, the water could 
not be distilled fast 
enough. 
For 
two days the staff struggled alons 
with makeshifts while thinking up 
a plan to build a still for little mon­ 
ey without the loss of time. 
In one 
day and at a cost of less than two 
dollars he built a still which later 
produced 20 gallons of distilled wat­ 
er every 24 hours. 
The still was simplicity itself. For 
cooking food, the Chinese use large, 
flat saucerlike pans, made of iron. 
With one of these above and anoth­ 
er below, the coolie made a drum of 
galvanized iron with a hole in the 
side for a trough. 
Into the lower 
pan hot water for boiling was pour­ 
ed. 
Underneath, a hot fire sent up 
a constant steam vapor. 
The upper 
kettle was *kept cool 
by 
frequent 
changings of cold water. 
The vapor 
from the lower kettle, condensed on 
the lower surface of the cool upper 
kettle, dripped off into the trough, 
and fHled bottle after bottle 
with 
distilled water.— The World s Work.

Children have a primitive and ev­ 
en savage intolerance of physical de-' 
formity. 
Fnfortunate fellow beings, 
victims of crippling disease, inspire 
loathing where one might hope to! 
find love and pity amongst civilized) 
people. 
While adults may have bet-‘ 
ter control of themselves, their hu­ 
manity is largely artificial and hence 
is extremely fragile. 
In Boston there is a magnificent j 
school for the training of crippled J 
children. 
Pursuits and training are! 
devised to make these handicapped; 
children self-supporting and self-re- j 
sporting citizens. 
A bus is provid­ 
ed to carry the children to and from 
school. 
Some 
children 
couldn’t 
come otherwise. 
The principal told me during a 
visit that even those who could walk 
with the aid of crutches were often 
not safe alone on the street. Able­ 
bodied urchins attacked them, taunt­ 
ed them, and even snatched 
their 
crutches away and left them help­ 
less. 
It is generally accepted as a fact 
that the viciousness of some famous 
cripples has been defensive in part,

The Children’s Hospital of Milwau­ 
kee (philanthropic,) the State Pub­

and the Milwaukee County hospital 
are public institutions in Wisconsin 
especially equipped and manned 
to 
treat deformities. 
No deformity, no 
m atter of how long standing, should 
be assumed to be incapable of im­ 
provement, except upon the advice 
of a competent surgeon.

All agreed that so soon as he 
returns from his son’s wedding in 
Spain, Colonel Roosevelt will take 
active part in the coming fall cam­ 
paign when the entire membership 
of the house and one-third of the 
senate vn ill be elected.

No tale of the sea has ever been written which excels in horror the one 
told by the four survivors of the fifteen sailors who abandoned the S. S.

One by one they had seen eleven of their ship­ 
mates first become stark, raving mad and then die of exposure and starva­ 
tion. When the four survivors were picked up they were living of crumbs
